WASHINGTON, June 8.—An 
official 


witi) Admiral Dewey writes a friend in 
the navy department tbat the admiral 
a*stonlsbcd a high church ofllolal out there 
at Manila very much recently. 
"Tec bishop of Manila,'' so tbe letter 
runs, "had 
been circulating pastorale, 


nrglng his people to rise up and kill 'los 
beretioos' the heathen Americans, who 
wonl3 not permit the 
sacraments of 


matrimony or tbe last rites • for tbe dy- 
ing to be administered. Dewey waited 
until be could fix some of these storlea 
definitely upon tbe reverend Ananias, 
and then wrote him a note, In which the 
admiral expresied his astonishment tbat 
an archbishop could so far forget and 
debase bis holy office as to be gnilty of 
lying, and lying so basely. If he beard 
any more of these falsehoods from his 
reverence or any of the minor clergy, he 
(Dewey) wonld turn his guns loose upon 
tbe archbishop's palace at Cavitc and the 
cathedral at Manila, and level both to 
the ground. 'False teachers shall not 
disgrace tbe holy name they pretend to 
reverence by uttering tbe moat absolute 
falsehoods In the name of God.' 


"A French priest, who has a brother 


tbat is a chaplain in the United States 
navy, undertook to carry the note to the 
archbishop. In throe daya there came 
back n most abject apology to tbe Ameri- 
can commandant, in which the holy 
man denied that be bad over said or 
thought the wicked things Imputed to 
him. In reply, Dewey simply gent the 
arobblabop hia own pastoral letter that 
be had somehow obtained tbat contained 
tbe very words and expressions tbe other 
bad'sworn be never thought of, much 
loss used. This ended tbe correspond- 


ence. But the archbishop was snuffed ont 
like a tallow dip with a alzz and a ve-y 
bad smell." 


Dewey and a Prince. 


CHICAGO, June 3 —Charles N. Poat, 


vice president of tbe Lyon & Healy Com- 
pany, who has just returned from an ex- 
tended tonr of the Orient, met Admiral 
Dewey in Hongkong March 25. 
Mr. 


Post tells of a social passage at arms be- 
tween Admiral Dawey and Prince Henry, 
a brother of Emperor Wlllllam, com- 
manding tbe German squadron at Hong- 
kong. 


Prliico Henry, Immediately after bis 


arrival at Hongkong, gave a banquet to 
tbe higher officers of the other fleets} 
among whom was,Bear Admiral Dewey. 
AS the feast tbe prince proposed a toast 
to his own country,then to Great Britain, 
then to all the other groat powers except 
tho United States. Finally, just before 
the dinner was over the royal host pr<.- 
f.osod a toast to this country. 


When Rear Admiral Dewey saw that 


apparently bis country was to;be>llgbted, 
be left tbe banquet without ceremony. 
The next day a representative cf Prince- 
Henry sent a roundabout apology to tba 
American 
commander. 
Dewey 
sent 


word bank to tbe emperor's brother tbat 
be would accept nothing but a written or 
personal apology from the prince. Tbe 
latter then called upon Dewey and apolo- 
gized, saying that In tbe confusion of 
the*dinncr he (tbe prince) thongbtleeely 
neglected to put the American toast in 
ita proper place on the program. 


While Mr. Post, was at Hongkong 


Prlnoa Henry gave a ball, but Admiral- 
Dewey, although Invited, did not attend 
it. 
The banquet incident was not al- 


lowed to get out, and Mr. Poet received. 
it flrat band from one of tbe offioera of 
the American fleet.

TOPEKA, KAN., June 3 -On 
the 


strength of an old statute, 
by tbe terms 


of which wives of soldiers absent from tbe 
at*te on duty are entitled to vote, tbe 
secretary of state today requested an opin- 
ion Irom tbe attorney general for direc- 
tions in preparing ballots to be used at 
the election this year. It baa been de- 
cided tbat tbe aecietary of state mast 
prepare ballots for each company of aol- 
diars. They must know who all tbe 
nomineea of al! parties are, even down 
to the least Important county officer. It- 
means double work for tbe secietary of 
state fcr two monthi, and tbe ballots 
ranat be stortbd for Manila a month be- 
fore election. In the event of a very cloeo 
election the soldier vote may decide tbe 
contest, and it will take at least • month, 
to ge« tbe result from tbe Philippine*.

He is the Emperor Kuang 
Hsu, euphemistically known as the son 
of Heaven and brother of the sun. He 
is the most secluded monarch on earth. 
When lie appears in public, which: iw 
rarely, matting is hung up in front of 
all tho houses and strips of cloth are 
stretched across the alleys and side 
streets through which the 
imperial 


procession must pass. He is invariably 
accompanied by a vast retinue of soi 
diers and an army of courtiers, arid the 
man who" peeps around the corner ot 
b.is his eye.3 fastened to a hole in the 
matting is liable to be blinded by a bul 
let or an arrow. 
When he is at home 


he is carefully hidden away in the ccn 
ter of o big Tartar city (\\hich is in flie 
center o{ the Chinese city) at Peking, 
nnd you have to go through three sets 
of walls—simply an Impossible tnskfoi 
a European visitor—before you ap- 
proach the building in which he is kept, 
guarded by eunuchs.

1'be emperor is 27, lean, undersized 


and unhealthy. 
His features are Tar- 


tar ns contradistinguished from Chi- 
nese; the reigning family being1

everyone should know, but probably 
does not) Tartar. lie does all his busi- 
ness at niyht and he sleeps in the day- 
time. 
He legins his work about two in 


the morning after n midnight breakfast, 
when he receives his cabinet ministers, 
who, on being ushered into his pres- 
ence, go down on their knees and per 
form the seven-faced "Ko-tou"—that is, 
bump their heads again and again on 
the floor. They also remain on theii 
knees while before him. 
Everything 


about nnd connected with Kuang Hsu 
Is regulated by law, even to his meals. 
According to the old Chinese books 
there must bo placed before him daily 
30 pounds of meat in a basin and seven 
pounds boiled 'into soup. 
He has a 


tiaily allowance of nbotit a pound of 
lion's fat and butter, and he has the 
right to order two sheep, two fowls and 
two ducks, while his drink for the clay 
Is restricted to the milk of 80 cows and 
the steeping of 73 parcels of tea. 
It is 


probable that his real diet is different, 
but these are the rceulatio-n provisions, 
and If he desires anything that is not 
on tbe menu the board hnvingcharge of 
the imperial table has to be consulted, 
ft is more than doubtful whether his 
majesty realizes his exalted 
situation 


•ind his power. 
He has been hemmed 


tu and fooled nil his life. 
He knows 


nothing of modern civilization, and, in 
unite of the recent war, next to noth- 
ing of modern w-irfare. 
He has never 


reviewed, and is not capable of review- 
Ing, his army, and his common amuse- 
ment is to shoot with a bow and arrow. 
If he eier had in him the makings of n 
character they must have been ruined 
long since by his mode of life nnd his 
surroundings.—Westminster Heview.

F. M. Saro, tbe alleged Cuban, who 


was In Deoatar some weeks ago and de 


llvorofl two leotatos at tbe tabernacle, Is 
now a prisoner tn the county jail at Po- 
oria, charged with being a Spanish spy. 
The Poorla Journal says: 


"One who calls himself F. M. Saro 


undo a sensation In this olty two or three 
weeks ago, claiming to have been o 
wealthy Cuban planter and Insurgent 
officer, and delivering lectures In which 
ho denounced Spain and the Spaniards in 
the most violent manner, and told stories 
of tho most Improbable character. There 
was no limit to the bitterness of his In- 
vectives against tho Spaniards, and tbe 
most vivid Imagination could not have 
painted pictures more horrible or'have in- 
vented a more romantic personal history 
A column report of one ot his lectures 
was published In this paper at the ttmo. 
Saro claimed to have been wolth seveial 
million dollars, to have owned a planta- 
tion of several thousand acres, and to 
have enjoyed tbe Income of a Croessus. 
Bo claimed tbat his own sister was liter- 
ally butchered by the ^Spaniards In tbe 
most horrible manner, having been out 
Into 07 pieces, and be asioitod that he 
had more than fulfilled an oath to kill a 
Spaniard for each me at the pieces. 
Be 


claimed to^hnvo been Imprisoned In Ca- 
banas fortress, and to have been present 
when Dr. Bulz, the betrayer of General 
Mnooo, was burned alive. These and 
many other startling tales he glibly told. 
Since then It now transpires Saro has 
been trying secretly to collect money for 
Spain, claiming that he was an agent of 
the Spanish government, and was In cor- 
respondence with it. 
He solicited money 


of a Peorlun named Aldo E. Keynolde, 
and made suoh representations to him, 
and used tb'e United States malls in tbe 
course of the business. The government 
officers have been on his track and this 
morning he was arraigned before United 
States Commissioner Howe and commit- 
ted to jail In default of $1000 bat). 


Tbe warrant ohargns that be usofl the 


malli to dtfrand Aldo E. Reynolds; that 
be received letters in assuired names, F. 
M. Saro or C. W.Walker, and that he has 
boon carrying on oorrenpondeDce with a 
foielgn government to hinder the meas- 
ures of tbe United States. 


Bis seizure fulfills the expectations of a 


number of persons who have looked for 
somothlng of the kind fiorn tbe first. It 
Is noticeable in connection with tho case 
that the charges are made broad enough 
to Involve the death penalty In case ut an 
accumulation bf evidence.

OFF SANTIAGO UG OUOA, Juuo 3, via Kingston, Jamaloa, June 7.—Ad- 


miral Snmpspii Is determined not to allow the Spanish to remove the Merrlmao 
from the upol where she lies. On Saturday it was reported that thny were work- 
Ing nt tho boll, and the American fleet formed In line of battle, with orders to 
bombard. It turned out that tbo Spanish worn not so engaged and the fleet with-

Admiral Sampson has given special orders that El Morro, whore the heroes

The fortifications near the entrance to the harbor are described as' being rid- 


dled with solid shot and shattered by tbe explosion of big'shells fired from the 
American battleships. Tbe Spanish batteries are understood to bave been virtu- 
ally silenced and Morro and fortifications at Sooapa and Paenta Qorda, are reported 
to have been demolished by tbe three hours o' uninterrupted hammering of tbe Amer 
loan fleet. Tbe American attack was next said to have been specially directed 
against Aguadores,a small town a little to tbe east of the entrance^ Santiago bay. 


1 Sampson's Plan. 


The Idea of tbe American admiral, It appears, was to land troops and siege 


guns there after reducing-the defenses and then make a close assault upon Santi- 
ago, which, In view of the present condition of its fortifications, may be expected 
to yield very soon after beginning tbe rush attack. Tbe heavy cannonading opened 
upon Agnadores at about midday, The latest advices from Spanish sources do not 
indicate duratipn of the flre, or whether the American troops and siege guns were 
actually landed at Aguadores, but from information obtainable it cannot bo doubt- 
ed that the net result ot Monday's fighting was extremoly disastrous to tb'e Span- 
lab defenses. 


Cubans Attack Santiago. 


It Is also understood here that Cuban troops maintained throughout the greater 


part of yesterday an attack by land upon Santiago, and the Spanish reports say the 
garrison lost heavily In killed and wounded. 


Spaniards Killed. 


The Spanish military commander at Santiago acknowledges tbe foUowlng*oas-

American Loss Known. 


Tbe Joss on tbe American sldo, the Santiago reports say, is not known. 
The Spaniards acknowledge tbat groa. damage was Indicted on the Spanish 


cruiser Reina Mercedes and say Morro Castle shows great gaplng^breaohes In the 
walls. Later In the day it appears that American troops landed near Ualquirl, 
east of Quadores, near tbe railroad station connecting with Santiago, and an en- 
gagement took place between them and the Spanish column sent against them. 
Tbo rfsuli of tho battle is not obtainable here. Tbo stories received are of Span- 
lab origin and mean Americans were victorious, and such is the belief here. 


Maria Teresa Sunk. 


A report is current that the first class armored Spanish cruiser Maria Teresa 


was sunk during the bombardment. It said that only 500 American troups were 
landed at Daiquiri. It seems to be admitted that tbe fire of tbe Americans was so 
accurate that tho Spaniards wero compelled to flee from the fortifications they 
woro defending. 


Havana Details. 


HAVANA, June 6.—10 p, m,—Details from Spanish sources of the bombard- 


ment this (Monday) morning of the forts at Santiago say tbat the United States 
warships fired 1600 projectiles.
